CAPTAIN PRATAP SINGH (SS-31468), 
ARTILLERY', 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 26th May, 1988) 


Captain Pratap Singh was deployed as an Observation 
Post Officer in the Siachen area in April, 1988 The adver¬ 
sary made repeated attempts to retake a key post vital for 
our defences of Siachen, without success Their last attempt 
to take this key post was on 9th May, 1988 when they fixed 
four ropeN and a ladder system on the ice wall below the 
post for the purpose. This attack was successfully beaten, 
back by our forces. The ropes and ladder system fixed by 
the adversary, however, remained in position, making it 
possible for them to use it again in their fresh attempts to 
take the post. It was Imperative that the fixed ropes were 
cut and the ladder unfixed to prevent fresh attacks. 


On the 18th May, 1988, Second Lieutenatnti Ashok 
Chaudhry was able to reach and cut two of the four ropes. 
On the 26th May, 1988, it was decided to cut the remain¬ 
ing two fix#d ropes and unfix the ladder. Captain Pratap 
Singh undertook this mission with the help of a j a waft 
descending down the ice wall. On reaching the location. 
Captain Pratap Singh found a large quantity of ammuni¬ 
tion and grenades lying at the head of the ropes. While 
examining the same, a grenado booby trap of the adversaiy 
exploded, severely wounding Captain Pratap Singh in his 
right arm and driest. Despite being severely wounded, the 
brave officer crawled forward to the fixed ropes and cut 
them with his knife. He then unfixed the ladder system 
and let it fall down the ice wall. Then the gallant officer 
inched back to his own. rope to come up the ice wall to 
return to the post but collapsed due to his severe wounds 
and made the supreme sacrifice of his life for the nation. 

Captain Pratap Singh thus displayed conspicuous gallantry 
in eliminating a grave threat to a key post of our vital 
defence of Siachen at the cost of his life.

1 FIJOHT LIEUTENANT ABDUL NASfR HANFEE 
(16077), FLYING (PILOT). 

(Effective date of the award : 23rd September, 1987) 

On the 23rd September 1987, Flight Lieutenant Abdul 
Nasjr Hanfee was launched in Siachen area to assist the 


Army. Taking off in a short time, he immediately under¬ 
took the much needed Army support missions in the area. 
At a time when all our forward posts were under attack by 
the adversary and the demand for ammunition and other 
logistic support came up, Fit. Lt. Hanfee rose to the occasion 
and accepted the challenge. Flying from sunrise to sunsei in 
marginal weather conditions with frequent snow blizzards 
and whitc-out conditions and frequent adversary shelling of 
the posts, he achieved 14 to 15 sorties a day for three con¬ 
tinuous days, with total disregard to his personal safety. 
He single handcdly managed to provide the much needed 
logistic support for two days which wab a big morale booster 
for our troops in Siachen Glacier area, fighting the adver¬ 
sary in a hostile terrain. 

In a restricted area where the guns were icquired to fire 
continuously to meet the adversary’s challenge, he also show¬ 
ed exceptional professionalism bv evacuating 38 casualties 
in a single clay from the area with undue disregard to his 
personal safety. 

Thus Flight Lieutenant Abdul Nasir Hanfee exhibited 
high degree of professional skill and coinage in the face of 
the adversary. 

2. 5345531 RIFLEMAN SANJEEV GURUNG, 

4 GORKHA RIFLES. 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 23rd September, 1987) 

On the 12th September, 1987, Rifleman Sanjeev Gurung, 
as a part of his platoon, was inducted into an important post 
of the Bilafondla complex of the Siachen Glacier. On the 
night of 23rd-24th September, 1987, the adversary launch¬ 
ed a determined attuck on his post 1 precccded by heavy artil¬ 
lery and mortar shelling. Rifleman Gurling and his com¬ 
rades put in a determined fight and beat back the adversary’s 
attack. 

Again on the night of 24th-25th September, 1987, the 
adversary put in a determined attack on the post. Rifleman 
Gurung and his comrades put up a resolute fight nnd beat 
back the attack. At about 0215 hours Ihe adversary put ini 
a second attack on this post. As the fierce battle was 
continuing, at one stage. Rifleman Gurung finished his 
ammunition. While he was busy filling his magazines, he 
saw two adversary’s soldiers, who bad managed to climb 
up, advancing towards him. Keeping his cool, Rifleman 
Gurung picked up an empty jerrican lying next to him and 
hurled it at the advancing adversary’s soldiers. As he saw 
the adversary’s soldiers faltering in their advance due to 
this, he charged on to them with his empty rifle and suc¬ 
ceeded in killing one with his rifle butt. During this the other 
adversary’s soldier shot him in the back and Rifleman. 
Gurung was fatally injured and died soon after. His aggres¬ 
siveness stopped the adversary in their tracks and broke 

their momentum, 
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and then para commandos & prisoners were picked up from 
Puttur West. During take-off from the ground at Putiur 
West, his helicopter was fired at bv the militants by machine 
gun & rockets. One iockel damaged the nailing edge of a 
rotor blade, causing severe vibration. 'I lie helicopter went 
out ol control and started descending rupidJv. Wing Com¬ 
mander Upadhyay showing great proless.onal skill control¬ 
led the helicopter only a few feel above the ground and 
turned back and lauded the stricken heacoptcr in the same 
field. All the passengers and crew look shelter in ditches 
and once the cross fire ceased, he invpcc’ed the helicopter. 
Since the damage was veiy light, he re-s(u:tcd the helicop¬ 
ter, boarded the passengers and managed to fly it back at 
low speed to the airfield, thus s iv.ug Vilua'de lives and a 
helicopter. 


Rifleman Sanjeev Gurung displayed remarkable courage 
find valour and made the supreme sacrifice in the highest 
tradition ut the Indinn. Army.

■Second 1 ieutenant Rajindcr Singh Nagar was deployed 
m Sri T.anka as part of the Indian Peace Keeping Force. His 
battalion marched out on the 17th October, “ 1937 from 
road junction for linking up with Jaffna Fort I n -1 onto, 
they came under heavy militant fire Irom Manippe. The 
whole battalion was pinned down. In such circumstances. 
Second Lieutenant Nagar, took initiative and urged all the 
men to move forward and himself went ahead of the column, 
braving all odds. He spotted heavy machine gim position 
from where volume of fire w-as coming. He charged the 
militant heavy machine gun position with gienade and 
after the first grenade exploded, he stood upright and charg¬ 
ed the position physically.

The courage shown by the young officer, enthused the 
whole battalion with a lighting spirit, It did not took back 
and carried out all the given tasks and was among the first 
few in, 41 Brigade to contncl Jaffna Foil and carry out fur¬ 
ther task. 

Second Lieutenant Rajindcr Singh Nagar displayed cour¬ 
age and valour in the face of the militants and laid down, 
his life in the highest tradition of the Services

On the 18lh October, 1987, 5 Rajpulana Rifles was tasked 
to link up with 1 Mnratbn light Infantry in Jaffna Fort. 
When the force reached the final staves of link up. the mili¬ 
tants opened up heavy machine guns and light machine 
guns halting the advance. One company leading the 
advance took position and returned fire. There was no 
let up in militants’ fire. The time war running out and 
nmmuntiion running low. Therefore. Major Ratncsh Kumar 
Chaturvedi, personally led his company’s assault at the 
militants’ gun position. While charging lie got a burst on 
his chest. 

Unmindful of the bleeding and his personal safety. Major 
Chaturvedi continued moving towards the militants’ heavy 
machine gun mil kenl on coaxiig his men to rush to lire 
militants’ location. The militants ran for their life vacating 
the post. The company kept firin': a 1 the fleeing militants 
killing six. two of them by Major ChaHiivedi. Despite severe 
injuries, he refused to be evacuated. However, due to seri¬ 
ous nature of injuries and loss of blood, he lost conscious¬ 
ness and succumbed to his injuries. The companies ulti¬ 
mately completed task ol link up with 1 Marathn Light 
Infantary in time. 

Major Ratncsh Kumar Chaturvedi thus displayed conspi¬ 
cuous courage and valiant leadership in the lace iff the mili¬ 
tants.

On the 25th January, 1988, Naib Suhcdnr Khushi Ram 
alongwith his platoon, was detailed to cany out a search and 
■destroy mission in Aren Murrukktmdivu in the Vnlachenai 
■Sector ol Sri Lanka. Displaying remarkable degree of 
courage and temperament, Naib Silhedar Kliusi Ram scorcdj 
a direct hit. which silenced the medium machine gun of the 
militants. Three militants were thrown nwav from the gnn 
emplacement as a result of the impact of the HE Round, 
whilst two were seen escaping. The Junior Commissionedt 
Officer then asked the section to cover his move and hint- 
self accompanied by Naib Daya Ram went forward to cap¬ 
ture the medium machine gnn. 

The fearless and valiant Junior Commissioned Officer 
reached within. 5(1 metres of the abandoned medium machine 
gun w'hen he was hit with a burst of auto rifle fire in his 
chest. Tie was fatally wounded. 

Naib Subeditr Khushi Ram thus displayed conspicuous 
courage and valour in the face of the militants and made a 
supreme sacrifice in the highest tradition of the Army.

On the 5th February. 1988. during an operation in area

pite heavy automatic fire of the militants, he personally led 
a small parly of five men and successfully out flanked the 
militants.

Captain Jaidcep Sengupta thus displayed conspicuous 
courage, valour and exemplary lendrship in the face of the 
militants. 

8. 5043176 RIFLEMAN RAJENDER BAHADUR 
THAPA 1 GORKFTA RIFLES.

On the nighl of 16th-17th March. 1988. Rifleman Rajender 
Bahadur Thflpa was a member of the force tasked for a 
cordon and search mission of village Pannni. approximately 
one mile cast of Vellankulnm in Sri Lanka. Although heavily 
surrounded hy armed militants who continuously kept firing 
at his position. Rifleman Thapa remained undeterred and kept 
them all at hay single handed for 17 hours. In the inlense 
exchange of lire fight which ensued. Rifleman Thapa killed 
two hardcore militants and wounded a few others. 

Rifleman Rajender Bahadur Thapa thus displaced exemp¬ 
lary courage in the face of the militants,

the militants. In this action, Lieutenant Colonel Abjit Singh 
Sekhon who 1 was guiding the column killed two hardcore 
militants, one whom was found to be the area leader. 

Again on the 21st April, 1988, when information was 
received about the presence of 10 14 militants in village 
UYithintplirnm, he gelhcred two platoons and alongwith an¬ 
other officer, personally led the column to the site of the 
militants. The party came under intense fire from the mili¬ 
tants. He jumped out of his vehicle and despite intense 
militant fire, organised his party and relumed the fire. He 
personally shot dead one militant and wounded another. It 
was at this stage of encounter that Lieutenant. Colonel 
Sekhon was hit by a militant’s bullet through the chest and 
died on the spot. 

Throughout the operation, J.icntviianl Colonel Abjit Singh 
Snkhon displayed gallantry and valour in the face of militants 
and made the supreme sacrifice. 

10. SECOND LIEUTENANT ASHOK CHOU OH ARY 
(IC-44694), ARMY SERVICE CORPS. 

(Effective date of award : 18th Muv, 1988) 

On the 15th May, 1988, Second Lieutenant Ariiok 
Choudhary took over as the post commander of a key post 
in Bilafondla complex of Siachen Glacier, On the 9th 
May, 1988, the adversary in its last attempt to re-take the 
post had fixed four ropes and ladder system on the ice wall. 
This attack was successfully beaten back by our brave men. 
The ropes and ladder system, however, temained in position, 
making it possible for it to re-use tlicm in any fresh attempts 
to take the post. 

On the 18th May, 1988, despite inclement weather, it 
was decided to descend down the forward ice wall and cut 
the fixed ropes. Second Lieutenant Ashok Chondhary along- 
with Rifleman Kunwnr Singh rappelled down the sleep ice 
wall 400 feet below and with utmost speed proceeded to 
locate the ropes on the face of the ice wall. Second T ie- 
utenant C’houdhary located them hanging by the belaying 
rope. He cut one rope with his knife. Weather was lifting 
rapidly and the team was about to be exposed to advcrsaiy’s 
observation on the forward slope. Despite the threat of 
being fired upon, the officer moved on to the second rope 
and cut it. By cutting two ropes, Second Lieutenant 
Choudhary greatly minimised the pn.isbililv of a sm prise 
attack by the adversary. 

Thus Second Lieutenant Ashok Choiulhaiv displayed 
conspicuous courage and valour in the face o'" the adversary.

On (he 22nd June, 1988, Flight Lieutenant Nicodemus 
Manohav Samuel was detailed for a special task involving 
winching down of 1PKF reconnaissance party in the most 
difficult and thicklv vegetated terrain in Mullaitivu area 
in Sri Lanka. This operation involved hovering over an 
area which was expected to be infested with hardcore mili¬ 
tants. During the execution of this mission, his helicopter 
came under heavy ground fire from the surrounding area. 
However, with utmost dedication and total disregard to per¬ 
sona! safety. Flight Lieutenant Samuel continued to hover 
till the rcecec party was retrieved by winching. Tn the resul¬ 
tant ground file, the helicopter sustained extensive damage 
and some of the crow members and the troops on board 
v.'ere injured. In spite of being subjected to heavy ground 
fire, Flight Lieutenant Samuel kept his cool and continued 
to fiv his helicoptei in the damaged condition till his mission 
was completed. He also displayed excellent airmanship by 
correctly assessing the damage caused to the helicopter and 
flying this crippled machine safely to the nearest helipad, 
Iherebv avoiding further damace to his helicopter and also 
to render immediate medical aid to the injured troops/crcw. 

In the whole operation, Flight Lieutenant Nicodemus 
Munohar Samuel showed courage and professional skill of 
extremely high order, with total disregard to personal safety 
in the face of the militants.

Ajmer Ali 16S FCP care 113 RFC, BRO, was delailed for 
•mow-dearanee. The weather was extremely cloudy and it 
was snowing continuously. Braving harsh climatic conditions 
in Sub-zero temperature in rarefied atmosphere and icy 
winds. Supper, OEM Ajmer All worked relentlessly with great 
dedication in execution of the vital task to clear the main 
line of communication across the Glacier Bridge so that 
troops on the Northern side could get the required assistance 
and logistic support.

Shri Phu Dorjee who wns the first Indian to scale Mount 
Everest without artificial oxygen in 1986 and who had 
climbed several other peaks m Tndia besides the Everest, 
volunteered for the Assam Rifles Kanchenjunga. Expedition 
held between January, 1987 to May, 1987. "the summit 
party under Ins leadership took the ehallungc of scaling the 
Kanchenjunga, the highest peak in India and the third 
highest in the world front its North East Spur route, which 
is recognised ns one of the most difficult climbs in the 
worldt even worse than the route to Mount Everest itself. On 
the 24th May, 1987, against all odds of awesome weather, 
strong blizzards and frequent avalanches, first summit party 
of three members, led by Shri Dorjce made an attempt to 
reach the summit. However, radio contact between, his party 
and the base camp was lost and their having sealed the 
Kanchenjunga was confirmed only when the second summii 
party found their prayer flags just 25 feet below the summit, 
Shri Dorjce and other members of his team were in all 
probability blown away by fierce blizzards and thus met an 
icy death on 24th or 2?th May, 1987. 

Shri Phu Dorjee displayed exemplary courage, determina¬ 
tion, professional skill and above all, exceptional devotion 
to the cause of mountaineering. His record of having clim¬ 
bed Mount Everest nnd Mount Kanchenjunga without arti¬ 
ficial oxygen makes him a harbinger in the annals of 
mountaineering history.

His action to face the armed dacoits was W‘ 
beyond the call of his duly and he sacrificed his’ life in L 
best tradition of the Indian Army. 

5. SHRI ASHOK KUMAR SHARMA, JUNAGAD

On the 27th January, 1988, Forest Beat Guard Shri R. ! 
Dar of Pilipat Beat of the Gir West Division had to ft 
in self-defence on a group of miscreants engaged in poacl 
ing of wood, resulting in death of one of the miscreant 
Relations and other members of Ihe community of the dca 
poacher were enraged by the incident and came in a me 
of 40-50 persons to attack and kill the family members i 
the Beat Guard and the Forester. Shri Ashok Kumr 
Sharma, Deputy Conservator of Forests, Gir West Divisio 
sensing danger to the life of the Bear Guard nnd his famil 
tried to protect them. 4-5 persons of the mob attacked hir 
and stabbed him seriously. Although he was injured an 
bleeding, he did not run away from the spot without seein 
(o the safety of the family of his subordinate. He wti 
taken to hospital in a critical condition, was operated upo 
by a team of doctors and luckily saved. 

Shri Ashok Kumar Sharma, thus, showed courage am 
fortitude in the most adverse situation where he could hav 
lost his life. 


On the 26th July, 1987, Acting Lance Dafadar Krishan 
Dev Kushwah was detailed as the driver of a Jonga to take 
the Paediatrician of Military Hospital Babina, Major Arvind 
Gupta to Military Hospital, Jhansi and back. While return¬ 
ing at around 2300 nours, the frontright wheel of the vehicle 
got punctured on a deserted stretch of road. Both the 
officer and Acting Lance Dafadar Krishan Dev Kushwah 
got down to change the punctured tyre in total darkness. 
As they were putting back the punctured tyre and tools into 
the vehicle, five dacoits armed with iron rods and a country 
made pistol appeared and attacked them. Major Arvind 
Gupta received an iron rod below on his head and fell down. 
Acting Lance Dafadar Kushwah stood up to the challenge 
of the armed dacoits and made valiant affort to defend the 
felled officer and his family with the handle of the lifting 
jack of the vehicle. However, being grossly outnumbered, 
he too fell after receiving a few powerful belows. Just than 
one of the dacoits nulled out a country made pistol and 
as he was about to fire at the near unconscious officer lying 
on the ground. Lance Dafadar Kushwah, showing excep¬ 
tional courage and utter disregard of the obvious consequen¬ 
ces, threw himself in between and received the full blast of 
the charge on the front of his body, at point blank range. 
He later succumbed to the injuries. 

Acting Lance Dafadar Krishan Dev Kushwah, thus, dis¬ 
played conspicuous bravery, valour and spirit of self 
sacrifice beyond the call of duty.

The 
beat guard opend fire in self-defence and as a result one oi 
the poachers was killed. The relations and other community 
people of the dead poacher got enraged and a mob of 40-5L 
persons moved towards the quarters of the beat guard and 
the forester with the intention of killing their family mem 
bers. The Deputy Conservator of Forests, Shri Ashok Kumar 
Sharmai who had gone to the guard’s quarters to protect

On the 4th Apiil, lyK8. Wing Commander Duljit Singh 
nhas was flying Hunter MK 50 nircralt, On the final 
iroach for landing, the aircraft flamed out without war- 
ig at the very low and critical height of 200' feet. He 
■lised that he had to eject immediately if he had to have 
’■n a very slender chance of survival. Also as a dedicated 
icer, he realised that were he to do so. his aircraft would 
all probability crush into village Asnabani which w*as 
.1 ahead on the approach. This brave officer chose io 
y with the aircraft for a few seconds longer to control 
and ensure that the village was safe. He ejected but it 
is too late as his aircraft was already too low for any 
ance of survival. 

He would have been fully justified in ajecting from the 
-craft earlier than he did to save 1 his life. His deliberate 
cision to stay with his crippled aheraft nnd sacrifice his 
,-n life rather than iisk those of others, point to his int¬ 
ense bravery far beyond the call and honour of duty. The 
preme sacrifice so deliberately and coolly made by him 
a situation of extreme distress and crisis will, for ever be.

Wing Commander Daljit Singh Mullins, thus, displayed 
mspieuous courage, a high degree of professionalism and 
nse of duly in grave distress leading to his making the 
preme sacrifice, in the finest traditions of the Air Force.

Dis¬ 
carding the signal given by the Range Forest Officer to stop, 
tc lorry broke through the barricade and sped away. The 
tango Forest Officer* with his slaff chased the lorry in his 
chicle and tried to shopt at the tyres of the lorry but missed, 
he lorry was chased and finally stopped near the house of 
ne Shri Neclakanta T-Tcgde, a resident of Sirsi town and 
./ho is known to he an influential and notorious smugglcr 
■f forest produce. 


When the staff of the Range Forest Olhcer were parsua- 
hng the smugglers to alight and give up resistance, the 
liivcr of the lorry on the nretext of turning off the hcad- 
ights, got back into the driver’s seat and suddenly started 
Living away with a view to escape. Although this sudden 
rrovement left rest of staff unaware, Shri Hedge showed 
iromptitude and jumped on the front bumper of the lorry 
>.nd tried to get in. The smugglers, who were 10 in number 
in hoard (he lorry, attacked Shri Hegdc and beat him 
vhile the lorry was moving away. The brave officer v.as 
lone to death while discharging his duly. 


10. G/128826-Y. OEM SATEY SINGH. 

1 Effective date of the award ; 17th June, 1988) 

Operator Excavating Machinery Satey Singh of 153 For¬ 
mation C utting Platoon of BRO, was deployed as Dozer 
Operator in formation cutting at HunJi-Anini Road. The 
formation cutting site has a vertical steep hard rock on the 
hill side and a sheer drop of about 300 metres on the valley 
side which makes the drilling as well as dozer operation 
extremely difficult and dangerous. 

On the 17th June, 1988, at about 1340 hours, while ope¬ 
rating his dozer in clearing the blasted hard rock and blast 
debris, OHM Satey Singh heard whistles warning the opera¬ 
tor to reverse as boulders had started rolling from the hill 
side. At that moment, the dozer Was approximately 
200 metres ahead from its safe parking place. Satey Singh 

started reversing the dozer to take it to a safer place. 

Suddenly, a few big boulders rolled from the hill side and 
rolled down the valley side just missing the dozer by a 
couple of feet. At that moment, OEM Satey Singh could 
have easily jumped out from the dozer and rushed for his 
safely, but in disregard to his personal safety, he did not 
jump out of the dozer but kept on reversing to save the dozer 
from getting hit by big boulders rolling from the hill side. 
In the process of reveising the dozer, one boulder hit his left 
leg with considerable force. Due to the sudden impact, 
OEM Satey Singh became unconscious and fell down from 
the dozer. After a minute or two, he regained his cons¬ 
cious and looked at Ihe dozer which was still in a start 

position but was not moving. He noticed that his left leg 
was bleeding profusely due to multiple fracture. Without 
losing time, lie again jumped on the operator's scat of the 
dozer in that condition and started reversing the dozer to 
the safer place. This nil he was doing by holding his 
fractured leg by one hand and operating the dozer with 

just one leg and one hand. OEM Satey Singh ultimately 

got back the dozer to the safer place and then, again fell 
unconscious on the dozer itself. Subsequently, he was 

immediately evacuated for further Irentment under danger¬ 
ously ill condition to Army Base Hospital. 

GEM Satey Singh, thus, displayed cool courage and ex¬ 
ceptional devotion to duty in saving the dozer at grave iisk 
to bis own life. 

11. SHRI AJIT KUMAR DOVAL, KAKA NAGAR, 
NEW DELHI. 

(Effective dale of the award : 26tli January, 1989) 

Shri Ajit Kumar Duval was given several sensitive 

assignments directed against certain hard core terroiish. 

I hese assignments required a high degice of courage and 
dedication. It also put his personal security in peril. Re¬ 
gardless of the risk to his personal safety, Shri Doval pre¬ 
pared and executed plans against terrorists with a high 
degree of success bringing glory to his organisation. During 
these assignments, there were lone periods during which his 
whereabouts were not known which even caused concern 
that he has been caught and possibly tortured. 

In one such assignments, he was required to deal with a 
group of terrorists, some of whom were considered notori¬ 
ous nnd dangerous. Dealing with them posed a grave danger 
to his own life. Ignoring the iisk involved to his personal 
security, Shri Duval prepared and executed a plan for enti¬ 
cing the terrorists and succeeded in trapping some of the 
wanted notorious tcrroiists. Tn carrying out these assign¬ 
ments. Shri Ajit Kumar Doinl has not only exhibited 
remarkable resourcefulness and devotion to duty, but he 
has carried out his task with a single rnindedness of purpose 
and shown exemplary courage even risking his life on several 
occasions.

On the 25th May, 1984, a devastating tire engulfed the 
Sowam Civil Lores!

Shri Ranbir Singh Hist who was a Culture Jamadar 
in that Range, tried to put out the tire cutting fire line for 
tvvo hours on end. However, due to strong wind, he could 
not contain the spread of the (ire and in the pioccss he was 
himself surrounded by fire and fell on the ground uncon¬ 
scious. A forest guard and a Nepali worker who had rushed 
lo the scene immediately on hearing of it, extricated him 
from fire and not him admitted in the Narcndra Nngar State 
Hospital where after struggling with death for 6 hours, he 
succumbed to his injuries. It was due to the untiring efforts 
of Shri Hist that the fire was brought under control, thus, 
averting the dnugei to a nearby eow-cnclosure and adjacent 
villages.

White one of them entered into the Branch 
Manager’s cabin and threatened to shoot the Acting Manager, 
another positioned himself ai the counter near the entrance. 
The third robber went lo the bank’s gunman at the cash 
counter and sought to disarm him. A scufile ensued between 
the gunman and the miscreant. A customer namely, Shri 
Rajkumar Panjwani who had come lo the bank to transact 
business, intervened to help the gunman. Some stall mem¬ 
bers of the Branch also threw ledgers, chairs, etc,, at the 
miscreant. On seeing the commotion, the robber who was 
standing near the other end of the counter, drew out u 
revolver and fired at Shri Panjwani and also at the gunm-m 
injuring both of them. The other robber who was in the

The Camp-in Charge, Supdt. B/R Gde IT Jai Prakash 
Sliarma of 490 Road Maintenance Platoon under 1352 Gar¬ 
rison Engineer (BRO) was checking the explosive magazine 
when the hostile? raided the Camp, The hostiles mercilessly 
and brutally beat up all the BRO and casual paid labourer. 
They damaged the buildings and set on lire the vehicle park¬ 
ed in the Camp, Not losing his presence of mind, Shri 
Sharma immediately reacted and locked the door of the 

magazine. After terrorizing and spreading panic in the 

Camp, the hostiles turned to Shri Sharma with the objective 
of looting explosive dump. Shri Sharma vvas beaten up. 
mercilessly and threats to his life were pronounced. Inspitc 
■of their best efforts, Shii Shalnin did not give in. He stood 
his ground with total disregard for personal safety and life. 
The undesirable tlcntuils had to- give up in front of un¬ 
yielding and courageous Shri Jai Prakash Sharma.

Punjab & Sind Bank reached the bank branch 
and parked his motorcycle in front of the bank building., 
two robbers wearing turbans, presumably terrorists, pounced 
upon him from behind. They dragged him inside the bank 
asked him to open the cash sufe and hand ever the cash 
to them. At that time he had two sets of keys; one belong¬ 
ing to the cash safe and the other for a safe which did not 
contain the cash. He cleverly hid the keys of cash safe in 
one hand and used the other set of keys to open the cash 
safe. These keys did not fit in, and the cash safe lock did 
not open. Seeing the delay, the robbers got angry and 
shouted at him asking why the endr safe did not open. Shii 
Jasbir Singh told them that to open the cash sale another 
set of keys was required and that was with the Head Cashier 
who had not come to the bank and in the nhv'ncc of th-' 
Head Cashier he could not open the cash safe by himself. 
Frustrated In their attempt to get the cash safe out, on” 
robber who was holding the pistol at Ivs neck fired and 
Shri Jasbir Singh dropped down dead on the spot.
